Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  District  during  the  past 
year. 

The  Urban  District  of  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  is  situated  on 
the  estuary  of  the  Mersey  to  the  North  of  Bootle,  and  having  on 
its  eastern  boundary  agricultural  land  for  its  entire  length. 

There  are  two  streams,  one  to  the  north  and  east,  forming  the 
northern  and  eastern  boundary,  called  the  Warrenhouse  Gutter, 
and  another  to  the  south-east,  which  is  partly  the  southern 
boundary,  and  is  named  the  Rimrose  Brook.  They  flow  for  a 
considerable  distance  in  pipes,  and  are  more  or  less  polluted  by 
the  drainage  received  before  entering  our  District,  but  not  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  be  detrimental  to  health.  The  portions  under  our 
control  are  periodically  cleaned  out  by  the  owners  of  the  land 
adjoining.  The  sub-soil  is  drift  sand  on  a  red  sand-stone  bottom, 
and  the  general  configuration  of  the  District  is  flat.  The  area 
of  the  District,  exclusive  of  area  covered  by  water,  is  740  acres, 
but  by  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Local  Board  Act,  1892,  the 
western  boundary  of  the  District  was  declared  to  be  the  line  of 
low-water  mark  of  the  lowest  spring  tide  of  the  estuary  of  the 
River  Mersey,  which  gives  a  total  of  1,52:4  acres. 

OPEN  SPACES. — This  District  is  well  provided  with  open 
spaces,  as  there  are  three  recreation  grounds,  one  at  the  south  end 
containing  about  If  acres,  and  one  near  the  middle  of  45  acres. 
There  is  also  a  park  at  the  north  end  containing  20f  acres.

POPULATION. — The  Census  population  for  1911  was  26,396, 
and  the  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1920  was, 
for  the  Birthrate  30,233,  and  for  the  Deathrate  29,842.  In  my 
opinion,  the  population  is  underestimated. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. — The  number  of  deaths  of  persons  in  or 
belonging  to  the  District  during  the  year  from  diseases  of  an 
infectious  nature  was  35,  which  is  a  deathrate  of  1.17  per  1,000.

BIRTHRATE. — There  were  723  births  registered  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  379  were  males,  and  344  females,  which 
gives  a  birthrate  of  23.91  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 
Last  year  the  births  numbered  557,  giving  a  birthrate  of  18.59  per 
1,000  per  annum.  The  birthrate  for-  England  and  Wales  is  25.40 
per  1,000  total  population. 

DEATHRATE. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of  residents 
belonging  to  the  District  during  the  year  numbered  421,  shewing 
a  deathrate  of  14.11  per  1,000  per  annum,  this  estimate  is  based  on 
the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  civilian  population 
only.  In  1919  there  were  421  deaths,  giving  a  deathrate  of  14.67 
per  1,000  per  annum.  The  deathrate  for  England  and  Wales  is 
12.40  per  1,000  per  annum. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE.— There  were  76  deaths  of 
children  under  1  year  of  age,  which  gives  a  deathrate  of  105.11  per 
1,000  births,  I  have  carefully  investigated  the  causation,  and 
found  that  none  of  the  mothers  had  been  employed  on  other  than 
their  ordinary  household  work  during  pregnancy,  also  that  poverty 
had  not  been  an  existing  feature  during  that  period  or  at  the  time 
of  confinement.  Attention  at  birth  was  general,  either  by  a  doctor 
or  midwife  or  both.  There  was  no  marked  overcrowding  of  any 
dwelling.  Infantile  Diarrhoea  was  also  a  negligible  feature.  Out 
of  a  total  of  76  deaths,  however,  19  were  transferable,  leaving  57 
local  deaths.  Furthermore,  17  of  the  total  deaths  were  due  to

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

WATER. — The  water  supplied  to  the  District  is  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  Waterworks.  There  is  a  constant  supply  of 
excellent  quality,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

STREAMS  and  WATERCOURSES  in  the  District  have  been 
cleansed  by  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  adjoining  lands. 

DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE. — The  sewers  and  drains  are  in 
good  condition,  and  periodically  flushed  by  the  Council’s  Staff. 
The  sewage  is  discharged  without  treatment  into  the  Estuary  of 
the  River  Mersey  at  low  water  mark,  in  accordance  with  plans 
approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  smoke  test  is 
applied  to  the  drains  of  both  old  and  new  property. 

Water  closets  with  cisterns  are  provided  to  houses,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  pail  closets  in  an  agricultural  part  of  the  District. 


HOLTSE  REFUSE. — The  house  refuse  is  removed  in  covered 
vans,  and  the  scavenging  is  done  by  the  Council’s  Staff  in  an  efficient 
manner.  The  refuse  is  deposited  and  buried  at  a  tip,  which  is  low- 
lying,  water-logged  land.  This  work  greatly  improves  the  land,  and 
a  very  large  portion  is  under  cultivation  by  allotment  holders. 

NUISANCES. — Three  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-three 
nuisances  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  period  under  review;  a 
tabulated  list  of  them  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS.— The  schools  are  in  a 
satisfactory  sanitary  condition,  and  there  is  at  each  an  ample  supply 
of  drinking  water  from  the  main. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. — The  milk  supply  to  the  District  receives 
careful  attention;  cowsheds  and  milkshops  are  regularly  visited,  and 
owners  are  warned  when  any  contravention  of  the  Regulations  is 
noticed. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  Professor 
Beattie  for  bacteriological  examination.  One  sample  of  milk  from 
an  outside  vendor  was  certified  to  be  tuberculous,  and  the  Local 
Authority  was  notified. 

Supervision  is  kept  over  food  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District; 
168  lbs.  of  beef,  22  lbs.  of  mutton,  3  lbs.  of  pork  and  57  tins  of  unsound 
tongue,  fish,  fruit,  etc.,  were  surrendered  and  destroyed.  There  are 
no  slaughter-houses  in  the  District. 

In  July,  I  received  information  that  6  children  suffering  from 
Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting  had  been  removed  from  a  house  in  Seaforth 
to  a  Liverpool  Hospital,  and  that  2  had  died  shortly  after  admission. 
I  had  enquiries  made,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  obtained  from  the 
parents  portions  of  bread,  condensed  milk,  sugar  and  margarine  that 
had  been  used  in  common  by  the  family.  The  samples  were  submitted 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses.  As  it  was  certified  that 
there  was  no  trace  of  poison  in  the  foods,  the  Coroner  returned  a 
verdict  of  “  death  from  natural  causes.” 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED.— Eight  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified,  and  one 
hundred  and  forty-nine  were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  following 
table  indicates  the  different  diseases  together  with  the  locality  and 
removals  to  hospital : —

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  during  the  year,  the  total  number  being  839  as  compared 
with  643  in  1919.  This  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
Measles,  the  number  being  430  as  compared  with  275  last  year.  Of 
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the  total  number,  263  occurred  amongst  children  of  school  age,  i.e., 
5  to  13  years.  All  the  cases  were  visited  and  the  necessary  records 
kept. 

There  were  158  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  against  164  in  the  previous 
year,  while  Diphtheria  shows  an  increase  of  6  cases. 

The  Council  supplied  28,000  units  of  anti-toxin  to  Medical 
Practitioners  for  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  contacts.  Seven  swabs  from 
suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  certified  to  be  negative. 

All  the  cases  of  Malaria  had  been  in  the  Army,  and  contracted 
the  disease  outside  the  United  Kingdom. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1912,  I  received  151  notifications  referring  to  78  new 
cases  suffering  from  various  phases  of  this  disease.  Duplication 
of  these  certificates  is  unavoidable,  owing  to  the  changes  of  residence 
and  medical  advisers. 

The  following  brief  report  of  the  operation  of  Sanatorium 
Benefit,  etc.,  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  to  residents  in 
Waterloo-with-Seaforth  has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  Laird: — -

All  the  insured  patients  received  institutional  treatment  with  the 
exception  of  4,  who  did  not  require  it.  The  majority  of  these  patients 
received  Special  Nourishment  pending  admission  and  after  discharge. 
Two  patients  have  died  and  one  has  left  the  District. 

Of  the  non-insured  patients  18  were  admitted  to  institutions. 
The  remainder  received  treatment  or  supervision  at  the  Dispensary. 
Surgical  appliances  were  provided  in  3  cases.  One  patient  has  since 
died  and  1  has  left  the  District.

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Housing. 

There  is  a  deficiency  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  District, 
and  no  houses  suitable  for  the  working  classes  have  been  erected 
during  the  year.  The  Council  have  contracted  to  purchase  22  acres 
of  land  in  Brooke  Road,  Waterloo,  for  the  provision  of  houses,  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  have  confirmed  a  compulsory  purchase  order 
for  3  acres  of  land  for  a  similar  purpose  in  Manley  Road,  Waterloo.

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

Under  this  Act  609  notifications  of  births  were  received;  149 
were  sent  in  by  medical  practitioners,  412  by  midwives,  8  by  parents, 
and  information  was  received  with  regard  to  40  from  the  Registrar 
of  Births.  Miss  Sutton,  whose  Report  is  appended,  visited  423  of 
the  babies,  and  gave  advice  to  mothers  where  necessary. 


Infant  Consultation  and  Maternity  'Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  inaugurated  in  February,  1917,  and  there  have 
been  this  year — 

107  infant  consultations  and  65  re-consultations. 

32  ante-natal  consultations  and  20  re-consultations. 

11  post-natal  consultations  and  27  re-consultations. 

The  prevalent  infantile  complaints  have  been  Umbelical  Hernia, 
Phimosis,  Rickets  and  Bronchitis.  A  few  cases  of  Congenital 
Syphilis  have  been  met  with,  both  in  mothers  and  children.  These 
cases  have  been  treated  or  referred  to  the  Venereal  Clinic  at  Bootle 
Borough  Hospital,  as  advised  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

The  grant  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  aid  of 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  in  1920  was  £365  11s.  5d.,  being 
one-half  the  approved  expenditure. 

The  ladies  of  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Health  Society  have 
done  very  valuable  work  in  connection  with  Infant  Welfare  in  the 
District.  In  addition*  to  the  foods,  &c.,  supplied  to  the  mothers  and 
children,  they  promoted  a  successful  Baby  Show  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  July,  for  which  there  were  120  entries. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Act,  1918,  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  has 
been  appointed,  consisting  of  twelve  members  of  the  Council  and  six 
ladies  of  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Health  Society. 


Health  Visitor's  Report. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  600  births  were 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  1920.  Of  the  births 
notified,  423  were  visited.  Nine  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
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have  been  notilied  during  the  year;  these  were  kept  under  constant 
supervision,  and  in  this  connection  89  visits  were  paid.  977  re-visits 
were  made  to  infants  under  one  year?  and  879  to  infants  from  1  to  5 
years  of  age,  and  wherever  considered  necessary  the  parents  were 
advised  to  obtain  medical  aid.  175  special  visits  were  made  to  the 
children. 


Measles. 

For  the  period  under  review  430  cases  were  notified.  Visits 
were  paid  to  the  homes  of  the  patients,  and  the  occupiers  instructed 
with  regard  to  isolation  of  the  patients  and  the  disinfection  of  the 
infected  rooms. 


Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

I  have  visited  29  cases  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  which  were 
notified  during  the  months  of  August,  September  and  October.  The 
cases  were  kept  under  supervision. 


School  for  Mothers  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

The  School  for  Mothers  at  Seaforth  is  continuing  successfully, 
the  average  attendance  being  32.  At  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre, 
Waterloo,  the  average  attendance  was  29. 

On  each  occasion  the  new  babies  are  stripped  and  weighed,  and 
the  routine  weighing  of  all  babies  is  continued;  records  of  the 
weights  are  charted  and  kept  for  reference  in  the  Clinic,  a  copy  also 
being  given  to  each  mother. 

The  making  of  garments  for  young  children  is  encouraged,  and 
ladies  of  the  District  attend  voluntarily  each  week  to  assist  the 
mothers  in  choosing  material  and  cutting  out  garments,  which  are 
mostly  hand-sewn,  whilst  the  mothers  are  listening  to  the  lecture. 
During  the  year  429  garments  were  finished  at  the  two  Centres. 

The  Penny  Savings  Bank  is  a  great  help  to  the  mothers.  During 
the  Bank  year  ending  November,  1920,  614  deposits,  equalling 
£72  18s.  7d.,  had  been  made. 

During  the  year,  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Health  Society 
have  given  assistance  to  60  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  301 
children  under  5  years  of  age.  10,763  quarts  of  milk  have  been 
supplied,  and  also  396  lbs.  of  oatmeal.  Each  case  has  been 
personally  and  regularly  visited,  and  the  circumstances  entered  into 
by  ladies  of  the  Committee.  Glaxo,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  and 
Benger’s  food  are  supplied  to  needy  cases  at  cost  price. 

Four  Maternity  bags  are  available  for  expectant  mothers,  and 
these  have  been  used  twelve  times  during  the  year. 

The  Health  Society  also  sell  fireguards  at  cost  price,  i.e.,  3s., 
and  have  one  perambulator  which  is  loaned  out. 
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During  Baby  Week,  before  closing  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
for  the  Summer  vacation,  the  Health  Society  entertained  the 
mothers  and  children  attending  to  a  picnic  in  the  country;  also  at 
Christmas  time  a  very  successful  Social  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Waterloo.

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  state  that  the  year  has  been  a 
very  strenuous  one.  The  various  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  strictly  adhered  to.  Notices  were 
received  from  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  with  respect  to  seamen 
from  ships  or  ports  where  there  was  Plague,  Smallpox,  Typhus,  &c., 
and  the  men  were  kept  under  observation.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Sanitary  Department  during  the  past  year,  together  with 
particulars  of  the  nuisances  abated  and  improvements  effected 
thereby. 

Mr.  Chadwick  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Inspector  in 
September,  and  since  that  date  has  done  very  good  work,  particularly 
b  in  connection  with  Housing  Inspections. 


inspection  of  the  District. 

During  the  year,  1,635  inspections  were  made,  as  compared  with 
1,516  last  year. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  156  times  to  house  drains, 
and  a  number  of  defects  were  found. 


Notices,  etc.,  Served. 

901  preliminary  notices  with  respect  to  various  nuisances  found 
in  the  course  of  inspection  were  served  upon  owners  or  occupiers, 
most  of  which  received  prompt  attention.  In  181  instances 
nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  Statutory 
Notices  ordered  to  be  served.  It  was  found  necessary  to  issue  229 
Statutory  Notices.  In  19  instances  the  Council  did  the  work  in 
default,  and  charged  the  several  owners  with  the  cost.  The  various 
premises  were  visited  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  with  the  object 
of  seeing  that  the  notices  were  complied  with,  the  number  for  such 
re-inspections  being  2,038. 

260  letters  were  written  to  owners  calling  attention  to  notices 
which  had  not  been  attended  to.  I  have  also  interviewed  owners, 
occupiers  and  contractors  on  the  properties  with  regard  to  works  in 
connection  with  the  notices. 
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Housing,  Town  Planning,  Etc.,  Act,  1919. 

The  work  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  has  been  carried 
on  throughout  the  year.  164  houses  have  been  inspected  in 
9  streets. 

48  Statutory  Notices  were  served  in  addition  to  the  usual 
Preliminary  Notices,  and  a  large  number  of  re-visits  were  made  to 
the  properties  with  the  various  owners  and  contractors,  and  to  see 
that  the  work  was  done  in  an  effectual  manner.  It  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  a  substantial  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  houses  dealt  with,  most  of  the  work  has  been  done, 
and  in  other  cases  the  work  is  either  in  hand  or  shortly  being 
commenced. 

Five  blocks  of  property  of  the  back-to-back  type  in  School  Lane, 
York  Place,  Prince  Street,  Brooke  Hoad  and  Cross  Street  were 
specially  inspected,  and  all  the  work  carried  out.  Where  possible, 
through  ventilation  was  provided,  additional  windows  fixed,  sink 
stones  and  water  supply  to  each  house,  washing  boilers  fixed,  cup¬ 
boards  for  storing  of  food  provided,  and  various  other  defects  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with.

Flushing  of  House  Drains. 


The  Surveyor  has  furnished  the  following  particulars  of  the 
work  done  in  his  Department  in  connection  with  the  flushing  of 
house  drains  : — • 

In  621  instances  drains  were  found  to  be  in  a  choked  condition, 
and  611  were  cleared  by  the  flushers  at  time  of  visit.  Where  they 
could  not  deal  with  the  chokages,  or  other  structural  defects  were 
found,  a  reference  was  made  to  the  Sanitary  Department,  the 
number  of  such  references  being  99.

Examination  of  Food. 

I  submitted  24  samples  of  Milk  to  Professor  Beattie  for 
bacteriological  examination.  One  of  the  samples  of  milk  obtained 
from  a  cowkeeper  outside  the  District  was  certified  to  be  tuberculous. 
The  Local  Authority  were  notified,  and  they  have  taken  action  in  the 
matter.  The  bacillus  coli  communis  was  present  in  23  samples,  but 
not  in  excess. 


Inspection  of  the  Food  Supply. 

The  food  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District  has  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  and  several  parcels  were  destroyed.  See  Table  C,

Petroleum  Spirit. 

During  the  year  ten  licenses  were  issued  to  store  petroleum 
spirit. 


Control  of  infectious  Disease. 

218  first  visits  and  528  re-visits  have  been  paid  to  houses  where 
Infectious  Disease  has  occurred.  Enquiries  were  made  into  each 
case.  397  intimations  were  sent  to  Head  Teachers  regarding  school 
children  from  houses  where  there  was  an  Infectious  Disease,  and  in 
every  case  Milk  Dealers  were  notified. 

359  rooms  at  dwelling  houses  were  disinfected  and  cleansed, 
papers  being  scraped  from  off  the  walls  wherever  necessary.  In  31 
instances  rooms  were  scraped  by  order  of  the  Council  in  default  of 
Notices  served. 

Disinfecting  fluid  has  been  given  to  the  Ratepayers  when 
Infectious  Sickness  occurred  in  their  homes. 

The  disinfecting  apparatus  was  used  603  times,  9,124  articles  of 
bedding,  etc.,  being  disinfected,  and  35  articles  were  destroyed  at 
the  request  of  the  owners.  151  library  books  were  disinfected. 

During  the  year  visits  were  paid  to  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and 
Milkshops,  Factories,  Workshops  and  Bakehouses  in  the  District, 
and  reports  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee  from  time  to  time 
as  to  the  condition  of  these  premises. 


House  Refuse. 


The  removal  of  the  contents  of  ashpits,  ashbins  and  shop  refuse 
is  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner  by  the  Council’ s  own  Staff,  the 
refuse  being  placed  in  covered  vans  for  disposal  at  the  tip.  The 
ashbins  are  emptied  weekly,  with  the  exception  of  about  300  in  the 
larger  houses  at  an  easy  distance  from  the  tip,  which  are  emptied 
twice  a  week.  Refuse  is  removed  from  shops  three  times  a  week.
